At Edinburgh, the Twenty (ixth day of December 1693 years. 


He Lords of Their Majeſties Privy Council, Ordairs the A& of Privy 

Council of the Datethe ninth day of March laſt, againſt Tumults and 

other Diſorders of Students in Colledges, whereotthe Tenor follows: 

At Edinburgh, the ninth day of March, one thouſand fix hundred and 
ninety three years. The Lords of Their M ajelties Privy Council taking totheir 
Conſideration the Tumults and Diſorders which frequently tall out amongſt, 
and are committed by the Students within the ſc veral Collecges and Loiverficies 
within this Kingdom, and having confidered the Report of a Committee of 
their own Number, appointed 1n thys matter, The ſaids Lords for preventing 
of any Tumults or other Diſorders in any of the (aids Colledges and Univerſi 
for the future, Do hereby Authorize and Impower the ſeveral Principals, Re 
gents & Maſters of the ſaids Colledges reſpediv,in caſeic ſhall happen hereafter 
any of the Students of any of the Colledges above-mentioned, to commit, or be 
oily of any Tumults,or other enormons Dilorders,againſt the quier& good Go- 


vernment of the ſaids Colledges ; ro impole and exact Fines from ſuch as they: 


ſhall find guilty, not exceeding the reſpective Rates-and Proportions after-men- 
tioned, viz. For a Nobleman, or hiseldeſt Son, an hundred and fifty Pounds 


Scots, for Noblemens younger Sonsy or Barons, themſelves, or their eldeſt Sons, 


an hundred Pounds, for the younger Sons of Barons or Gentlemen, and for the 
Sons of Burgelſles filty Pounds ; and for the Sons of Crafts-men or Yeamen fifty 
Merks Scots, and thatby and at 


faid Lords do hereby rcquice a 


zommand the Magiſtrats of the reſpeQive 
Burghs, where the ſaids Colledges Xt to interpoſe their Authority to the 
Sentence of ihe ſaids Maſters, and to gwe them their Alliltance in executing the 
fame, by Impriſonment, if need bek ; and allows and appoints the Sums that 


ſhall be exacted for Fines, in manner, and for the Cauſes a bove-mentioned, to 


beapplyed for the uſe of the ſeveral Bibliothecks of the ſaids COm_ And the 
ſaids Lords having reviewed an A& of Council; of the datethe firſt da 

bruary, one thouſand fix hundred and ſeventy two years, prohibiting one Cole 
ledge to receive any Schollar from anther Colledge: They do reftri& the ſame 
to ſuch Schollars only as have been removed for Miſdemeanors, or have fled 
from Diſcipline.
